The importance of environmental factors in our national 
•ecuri ty program was clearly demonstrated during the last war and I 
am sure your Agency will want to give this subject serious consider- 
ation in developing new programs. If you find it desirable, I should 
be pleased to arrange to have Dr. Abel Wolman, Professor of Sanitary 
Engineering at Johns Hopkins University and Chairman of our Sanitary 
Engineering Committee, meet with you and discuss in more detail some 
of the technical and policy aspects of the report.
